Strike Again 


In Europe 


BERLIN, March 16—A 
chance that Chancellor Hit- 
ler now might strike swift- 
ly to settle other unfinish- 
ed Nazi business in Europe 
was seen today by foreign 
diplomatic circles.

By carrying out his coup against Czecho-Slovakia he added another to 
the long list of majdr achievements accomplished in the third month of the 
year. 

It was in March, 1933, that 
he won the last election under the Weimar Republic and became undisputed dic- 
tator of Germany.

1,200 anti-Nazi Germans who 
would qualify for the scheme have 
| been removed from Czecho-Slovakia 
in the past few weeks to Great Brit 
ain, Sweden and other European 
havens awaiting transportation to 
Canada, It is impossible to get an 
accurate estimate of this total. 
ANTI-NAZI 

There is uncertainty here about 
the Sudetens left behind in Crecho- 
Slovakia. They were anti-Navi and 
willing to give up their homes 
rather than live under the Hitler 
regime when the Munich agreement 
ceded the Sudeten areas to the 
Reich.

There may not be any difficulty 
about financing the scheme, which 
called for each family to take min- 
imum of $1,500 to Canada. This 
money originated from the British

He crossed the frontier at Siget 
at 1 pm. 6 am. MS.T). 

Rumanians said Volosin, who 
had not heard of Hungary's formal 
annexation of Carpatho-Ukraine— 
announced in the Budapest parlia- 
ment today—considered his situa- 
tion hopeless in Chust, the Car- 
patho-Ukraine capital. 

SEVERE FIGHTING 

(Reports in Budapest said sev- 
ere street fighting had broken out | 
in Chust while Hungarian troops | 
approached from the west, hoping 
to occupy it by nightfall.) 

After identifying himself to 
Rumanian border guards, Volosin 
was unable to find an automobile 
to carry him into Rumania, He 
climbed into a peasant’s cart and | 
started to the home of the Ortho- 
dox Bishop of Signet.

A Country Disappears 
Czechoslovakia went into voluntary 


liquidation, under duress of course. Its 
Government did not call on Germany, 
Italy, France and Britain to protect its 
territorial integrity, as they agreed to do 
in the Munich settlement. 

Instead, the Government resigned. | 
President Hacha and the former foreign 
minister went to Berlin to ask Hitler what | 
he wanted them to do, and then announced | 
that German troops would occupy the 
remaining Czech provinces of Bohemia 
and Moravia—which they did a couple of | 
hours later. Slovakia and the Carpatho- | 
Ukraine having seceded earlier, the de- | 
struction of the federal republic was thus 
officially completed in the course of a 
single day. 

Italy, France and Britain were neither 
asked for help nor consulted as to what 
course should be taken. Russia, partner | 
with France in an earlier guarantee of 
protection, was likewise left out of the | 
reckoning and thereby also absolved from | 
responsibility. 

The little republic thus passes out of 
history with a last gesture toward inter- | 
national peace. It could have called upon | 
its guarantors and thus put them “on the 
spot’; though with little prospect that its 
fate could be averted. But it did not do so. 
It deserves to be remembered for accept- 
ing the inevitable without trying to drag | 
other countries into war. 


Let There Be Light 


At the last session of parliament Hon. 
C. G. Power introduced a bill to regulate 
the use of money in elections, but it failed 
of enactment: He has embodied his pro- 
posals in amendments to the election law 
which are now before the House of Com- 
mons, with better prospects judging from 
the reception accorded them from all 
quarters. 

The main proposals are that a party 
organization must publish the amount of 
funds received by it and the amount spent 
in any election campaign; that a limit be 
set to the amount which may be spent in 
any constituency; and that there shall be 
detailed accounts given of all moneys 
spent. 

Reforms along this line have been 
needed for a long time, for two reasons. 
One is that the public have a right to 
know how much any candidate or party 
spent to get elected, and where the money 
came from and went to. The other is that 
because mystery has surrounded the col- 
lection and spending of campaign funds, 
alike the individual candidate and the 
party has been subjected to exploitation, 
suspicion, gossip and slander. 

Either reason would be good enough 
ground for putting campaign funds under 
regulation and public scrutiny. Taken to- 
gether they make out a complete case. 
Any member who does not hope this will 
be done must be foolish as well as re- 
actionary. 


Three Invasions in One Day 

Tuesday evening Czechoslovakia was 
turned into an international parade 
ground, with grave possibilities it might | 
soon be turned into a cock-pit for alien 
armies to fight in. Three foreign armies 
invaded the country that day, almost 
without notice. German troops crossed the 
northern border to occupy the Czech 
provinces, and also headed eastward 
through the middle area of Slovakia. Hun- 
garian forces invaded Slovakia from the 
south and drove north toward the Polish 
border. In the far eastern tip, Rumanian 
forces invaded the Carpathian Ukraine 
and occupied 20 villages inhabited by Ru- 
manians. To further complicate matters 
a Polish army was poised on the north- 
ern frontier; while Czech garrisons were 
left stranded in Slovakia and Carpatho- | 
Ukraine. 

For a parallel one must go back to 
Belgium in 1914, when three foreign 
armies swarmed across its borders. But 
there is the difference that while two of 
those armies went to protect Belgian lib- 
erty, every army that invaded Czecho- 
slovakia on Tuesday was bent on grab- 
bing territory, The proper comparison is 
that of a pack of wolves pulling a sheep to | 
pieces,

The City as Hos 


Edmonton's hospitality is bound to be 
put to a severe test when vast numbers of 
people flock into the city to see the King 
and Queen. These visitors wiil no doubt 
double or treble the population of the city 
for the time, perhaps re-double or re- 
treble it. The majority, coming from rela- 
tively short distances, may be guests only 
for the day. But those who come from dis- 
tant points will have to spend a night or 
two nights in town. The very practical 
question arises of where they are going 
to sleep. 

Living quarters in the city are con- 
gested by the resident population. Left to 
fend for themselves, the strangers would 
find it extremely difficult, and in many 
cases impossible, to find accommodation. 
Since they are coming on invitation of the 
city, the city and its people have a re- 
sponsibility to make what provision is 
possible for them. 

It is very much to the point that a 
sub-committee has been set up to attend 
to this highly important matter; import- 
ant directly to those who plan to visit the 
city, but important also to the city be- 
cause of the reactions. The committee 
should have the practical co-operation of 
the citizens, particularly of those who 
may have spare rooms which they can 
place at its disposal for the occasion. 

How many outsiders will come to take 
part in the event must to some degree 
depend on the advance assurance given 
that accommodation will be available. 
And how the visitors are treated will 
largely determine how many of them will 
come back at fair-time or on future occa- 
sions when Edmonton broadcasts an in- 
vitation.

Canada’s Oil Resources |

For many years the sole source of petroleum 
in Canada was the oil fields of southwestern 
Ontario, In fact, the first petroleum well on the 
North American continent was developed at Oil 
Springs in Lambton County, Ontario, in 1858. 
The oil, which was obtained at a depth of 40 feet 
was refined at Hamilton to produce oil for the 
lamps of the early settlers. By 1860 equipment 
had been devised to drill into the bedrock, and 
the first “gusher” or flowing well was struck in 
1862, Other wells were drilled in rapid suc- 
cession, and production was so great that much 
of the oil was wasted. 

This area is still @ steady producer, its output 
in 1938 being approximately 171,000 barrels. 

The presence of oi] seepages in other parts of 
Canada, particularly in Quebec and the Maritime 
Provinces, attracted widespread attention. As 
early as 1844 Sir Wm. Logan, founder of the 
Geological Survey of Canada, had noted in Gaspe 
Peninsula the relationship of oil seepages to the 
dome-shaped rock structures, known as anti- 
clines 

Drilling was begun in this district in 1860 and 
later, at different periods, wells have been 
drilled. Results with the drilling equipment 
then In use were not encouraging, although small 
quantities of oil were obtained. 

In New Brunswick shallow wells have been 
drilled from time to time in an effort to find the 
sources of oi] seepages in Albert and Westmor- 
land counties. In 1911 natural gas and oil in 
commercial quantities were struck in the Stony 
Creek field near Moncton. Last year this field 
produced 23,000 barrels of oil. 

The existence of large gas fields in southern 
Alberta has been known since 1905. It was not 
until 1913, however, that the presence of petro- 
leum in this area was confirmed, when a flow 
of light oil testing 90 per cent gasoline was 
struck in Turner Valley on the north side of 
Sheep River. The flow was soon exhausted, but 
such promising evidence of high-grade oil gave 
further encouragement to drilling. Following 
the declaration of war, interest in the area sub- 
sided. Nevertheless, from 1914 to 1924 Turner 
Valley produced 66,000 barrels of light crude oil. 
None of these wells exceeded 4,000 feet in depth. 

Intense interest in the area was again revived 
following the discovery of a rich naphtha-bear- 
ing gas at Royalite No. 4 well in 1924. The 
naphtha was separated from the gas, most of 
which was wasted. This well produced over 
900,000 barrels of naphtha before being aban- 
doned in 1934. 

From 1924 to 1936, one hundred and fourteen 
wells were drilled to oil-bearing formations; all 
of which produced naphtha and gas. 

But the drillers had long been cherishing the 
hope that Turner Valley would become a pro- 
ducer of crude oil. That hope was realized in 
June,‘1936, when a large flow of high-quality 
crude was struck in Turner Valley Royalite well. 
Other wells were drilled in rapid succession. 
Southward, westward, and northward from the 
Discovery well, drilling proceeded. Today, only 
2%2 years later, sixty-eight wells are producing 
crude oj] and seventeen others are being drilled. 

As a result of information obtained from 
drilling and geological mapping, the limits of the 
oil-bearing field are being rapidly determined. 
The southern @r main producing area is about 
50 miles southwest of Calgary. It has a proved 
length of nearly 5 miles and a width of about 2 
miles. The depth of the oil-producing racks 
varies, the deepest well being over 10,000 feet. 
North of this field about 9 miles is the so-called 
northern area of Turner Valley, where as yet 
only a few crude oil wells are in production. 
Many wells need to be drilled between the 
southern and the northern areas before the full 
possibilities of the intervening 9 miles can be 
known. Should all of this prove to be productive, 
the Turner Valley oil field would have a proved 
length of at least 17 miles. 

Already the known limits of productivity 
place Turner Valley among the great oil fields 
of the continent. It may be safely assumed that 
the conditions that brought about the accumula- 
tion of such large quantities of oi] and gas in 
Turner Valley were not confined to that field 
alone. Accordingly, prospects for the occurrence 
of petroleum in other parts of the foothills are 
believed to be favorable. The foothills are from 
12 to 20 miles in width and extend from the In- 
ternational Boundary northward for almost 800 
miles. Some geological work has already been 
done outside of Turner Valley, and a number of 
test wells are being drilled ‘n the more promising 
areas. 

Success in one field tends to create interest 
in the search for new fields. Increasing attention 
is being given to the other areas in western 
Canada. Up to the present no large fields have 
been discovered. There has been a sma!! produc- 
tion of oil from Moose Dome on Elbow River; 
from Red Coulee and Taber in the southern part 
of Alberta; and from the Wainwright and Rib- 
stone fields in the east-centra] part. North of 
these two latter fields and south of North Sas- 
katchewan river widespread occurrences of oil 
are known. Bearing in mind that the rocks of 
similar age in other areas are petroleum-bearing, 
the outlook for the discovery of other fields may 
be said to be distinctly promising 

Oil was discovered in the Northwest Terri- 
tories at Norman, on Mackenzie River, in 1920. 
The two wells in this area supply fuel and gaso- 
line to the mines of Great Bear and Great Slave 
Lakes. Production last year was approximately 
21,000 barrels of fuel oi] and 1,500 barrels of 
gasoline 

Apart from these supplies of crude oj] Canada 
has large potential reserves of petroleum in her 
deposits of bituminous sands and oj!-shales, The 
bituminous sand deposits at McMurray, in north- 
ern Alberta, cover an area of at least 1,500 square 
miles. Actual experiments have shown that the 
materia] as mined is excellent for paving or the 
hard-surfacing of highways. A satisfactory pro- 
cess for the extraction of the bitumen as a heavy 
oil has been worked out. The bitumen can be 
readily refined into gasoline and various grades 
of fuel oil, Last year a commercia! plant oper- 
ating for several months marketed more than 
1,000 barrels. Because of their location the im- 
mediate market for oi! from these deposits is de- 
pendent almost entirely on the success of mineral 
development in the Northwest Territories. 

Ignoring the astronomical figures given by 
some investigators as to the amount of oil pre- 
sent, there is no doubt that the deposits represent 
one of the greatest known potentia] oil reserves 
in the world. 

Large deposits of oil-bearing shale are known 
to exist in different parts of Canada. The larg- 
est and most important are in Albert and Wes- 
motland gounties in New Brunswick, and in

Those 20,000 German-Americans who com- 
pose the German-American Bund, certainly 
played a mug’s game when they held a celebra- 
tion in New York on Washington's birthday, 
hissed Roosevelt's name, and paraded with 3,000 
uniformed Storm Troopers. Not only has public 

opinion forced the Mayor of 
THIS MEETING New York to prohibit meet- 
BACK-FIRED ings where private armies are 
in attendance, but the federal 
taxation authorities have started an investigation 
of the Bund, its members and their activities. 

Tt isn't a political enquiry. Oh, no! It’s just 
staged under the emergency relief taxation laws, 
which empowers a Commissioner of Investigation 
to investigate corporations to see if they are 
evading the tax laws. 

Ten officials have been subpoenaed, and a 
demand made for production of membership 
rolls, subscription lists, bank accounts, bank 
statements, cancelled checks and details of the 
sale of books, pamphlets, uniforms, boots, belts, 
flags, decorations and emblems. 

“Just a routine investigation for taxation pur- 
poses,” said the Commissioner of Investigation. 
It was one of these routine investigations that 
sent Al Capone to Alcatraz when other methods 
proved unavailing. 


They handle these enquiries effectively across 
the border. A few weeks ago this column made 
mention of charges against Justice Manton, 
senior judge of the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 
It was alleged that he had “borrowed” from liti- 
gants having appeals in his court involving large 

sums of money, sums totalling 
U.S. JUSTICE about $500,000. By a coincidence, 
IS INDICTED litigants who “loaned” him 

money, always got judgment in 
their favor. Only a trifling part of the $500,000 
was ever repaid. 

As soon as the accusations were made, Justice 
Manton resigned, In some countries, resignation 
would have halted further proceedings. Not so in 
United States. The accusations were laid before 
a Grand Jury. Now the former Senior: Judge, 
within a month of his resignation, finds himself 
indicted on three counts, charged with one of the 
men who allegedly “lent” him money, with con- 
spiracy to obstruct justice, conspiracy to defraud 
the United States of Judge Manton’s impartial 
service, and conspiracy to influence the judge's 
judgments.

Justice in Soviet Russia has just been vindi- 
cated by lengthy terms of imprisonment on three 
commissars and a prosecutor in the Urals who 
tried to make reputations for themselves by 
arresting children on trumped-up charges of 
Fascism. By omitting to give the ages of the 
accused, they hoped to give 
the impression of being alert 
in convicting dangerous 
enemies of the state. They 
put words into the mouths of the youngsters so 
that it, looked as if dangerous enemies admitted 
guilt, 

One boy of ten was made to appear that he 
was a member of a “counter-revolutionary, 
Fascist, terrorist organization,” and had been re- 
cruiting members for his group since 1935—when 
he was seven years of age. 

Russia has some strange types, as the stories 
of Turgenev, Gorky and Dostoievski show. But 
such insensate foulness for so mean an ambition 
borders on the incredible. “Soviet Siberia” calls 
it “a provocative, criminal, shameless slander on 
Soviet children.” This purging of the unjust 
judges is one Russian purge that justifies itself.

Alaska Highway 


Editor, Bulletin: In my last letter 
I dealt with the proposed highway 
to Alaska and the reason why the 
United Farmers of Alberta sup- 
ported it from the viewpoint of 
international peace, goodwill and 
security. In this I will deal with 
it from the standpoint of its value 
to the people of Alberta and the 
United States. 

In the first place from a selfish 
view, if we had an up-to-date mod- 
ern highway extending from the 
U.S. boundary to the extreme north 
end of our province, constructed 
with but little, if any, expenditure 
of our money and financial assist- 
ance to maintain it, would that not 
be a great contribution to the 
wealth and the wellbeing of the 
people of this province? Surely no 
one can disagree with that. 

Now from the practical and tech- 
nical viewpoint of the problem of 
construction, it surely is evident 
that a road running north through 
the prairie sections of Alberta, con- 
necting Lethbridge, Calgary and 
Edmonton, and from there on north, 
can be constructed and maintained 
for far less money than one through 
the difficult valleys and mountains 
of the coast province, where snow 
and slides present a difficult prob- 
lem. Then there is the question of 
detours in the event of damage to 
the road. This presents no problem 
in the prairie section. In the moun- 
tains it is an entirely different mat- 
ter. Then in the far north passes 
over the mountains are much lower 
than they are immediately west of 
the southern part of the province. 
So that is all to the good. 

A road from Seattle to Alaska 
would involve less mileage through 
Canadian territory but on the other 
hand a road through Alberta would 
cost less money and could be main- 
tained at much less expense. 

Furthermore, such a road would 
be a much more direct route be- 
tween the industrial centres of the 
middle west of the United States 
and Alaska, than a coast road. 

Some time, and it may not be 
so far away, we will have a super 
highway starting away in the farth- 
est south tip of South America. 
through Central America, Mexico 
and so on through to Alaska. A 
scenic highway such as can be con- 
structed nowhere else in the world. 
We, in Alberta, can offer a great 
contribution to the scenic value of 
such a road, For about three hun- 
dred miles we can offer 1 combina- 
tion of scenery in the summer 
months which cannot be duplicated 
anywhere else on earth. That com- 
bination with the seemingly end- 
less waving fields on the one side 
and the snow capped Rockies on the 
other, is a sight such as would de- 
light the heart of any tourist. A 
commission is sitting in B.C. study- 
ing the question, We have a splen- 
did case for the construction of the 
road through Alberta. Here is 4 
question we can surely all agree on 
Boards of ‘Trade, Social Credit 
froups, U.F.A, locals!

Alberta residents have been 
penalized to the extent of mil- 
lions. of Gollars through frei¢ht | 
charges and tariffs, W. E. Hayes, 


6.C., Stony Plain, declared in | 
seconding a motion urcing the | 
Dominion Board of Transport 

Commissioners to order a revi- 
sion of freirht tolls that woenld 
end discrimination against this 
province. 

Mr. Hayes was still speaking 
when the house rose. He followed | 
J. W. Beaudry, S.C., St. Paul, whe 
on Tuesday had moved the resolu- | 
tion and who concluded his ad-! 
dress on Wednesday. 

Mr. Hayes contended that there 
was a “vicious tariff and freight | 
eycle” with finance at the top. He) 
declared that finance owned in- 
dustial corporations who direct- 
ed the Dominion government, who} 
in turn, ordered the transport com- 
missioners to juggle and make) 
rates and regulations which were 
both vicious and unjust. 

The vicious and unjust rates and 
regulations caused discrimination 
that ruined western farme”s, pro- 
hibited industrialization of the west 
and doubled the cost of living, said 
Mr. Hayes. This in tu°n destroyed 
national unity, he added. 

“An examination of Dominion 
tariff policy from 1867 to 1938 indi- 
cates, with the exception of a few 
years, that the trend of the tariff | 
wall has been higher, as though | 
Canadians are well off by virtue of | 
the volume of goods kept out of the | 
country.” he said. 

ORDER IS FOOLISH 

“I want you to gresp the toolish- | 
ness of such an order whereby a 
minster shall be the sole judge oi 
millions of articles coming into Can- 
ada from 50 to 60 countries,” said 
Mr. Hayes in referring to the fixing | 
of values for duty purposes, | 

The practice resulted in inflated | 
price, enormous profits, discrimin- 
ation “and Alberta gets the biggest 
jolt,” he said.

More Than $5,000,000 In! 
Appropriations Ratified 
Wednesday 


Opening the transaction of busi- | 
hess throttle wide open, members | 
of the legislature, sitting in com- 
mittee of supply Wednesday, rati- 
fied estimates totalling $5,611,303 | 
for the fiscal year commencing on 
April 1 next. This total, with the 
amount ratified on Monday, of 
nearly $7,000,000, brings amount 
passed so far, to more than half 
of the income account total and 
@bout touches the two-thirds 
mark. 


Estimates of the public works de- 
partment formed the major por- 
tion of the amount ratified on Wed- 
nesday. On income account, this 
department drew $2,512,065 and on 
capital account $1,373,185, with an 
additional credited to the railways 
and telephones branch income ac- 
count of $4,650. 


OBTAIN APPROVAL 


Estimates of the provincia] treas- 
ury department, including $239,000 
for treasury branches, were approv- 
ed on income account and the total 
on capital account was $139,000, The 
provincial secretary's department 
estimates of $146,693.34 on income 
account and the attorney-general’s 
department estimates of $731,445 on 
income account were approved. 


Approval of appropriation for the 
Alberta marketing board and ex- 
penditures under the Alberta Social 
Credit Realization act was given 
when the trade and indusiry de- 
partment estimates, totalling $193,- 
275, were approved. The Social 
Credit act expenditures were $52,- 
150, compared with $100.000 last) 
year and the appropriation for the 
Alberta Marketing board was 
$31,000, 

All estimates of the department 
of municipal affairs, amounting to 
$225,590 on income account and 
$45,000 on capital account, were ap- 
proved. This left onl} estimates of 
the department of lands and mines, 
health and relief and the public 
debt to be studied 


PREMIER IN LEAD 


Premier Aberhart piloted the 
estimates of the attorney-general’s 
department: Hon. W. A. Fallow 
guided the public works appropri- 
ations; Hon. Lucien Maynard pilot- 
ed the municipal affairs estimates 
and Hon. E, C. Manning handled 
estimates of his departments, trade 
and industry and provincial secre- 
tary.

GIVEN ROADS | For Big Celebration On 
St. Patrick’s Fete Day 


BY MINISTER 


Hon. W. A. Fallow Clashes 
With J. J. Bowlen In 
Legislature 


Strongly defending the high- 
ways construction work done by 
the present government, Hon, W. 
A. Fallow, minister of public 
works, during discussion of his 
departmental estimates in the leg- 
islature on Wednesday, declared | 
that “other provinces are sending 
men, here and following our sys- 
tem.” 

The minister's statement was made | 
when he clashed with John J, Bow- 
len, Liberal, Calgary, over the high- 
ways work under the present gov- 
ernment. 

“Mr. Bowlen said that there was a 
distinction belween the “blottering” 
treatment given roads and “hara- 
surfacing” them. He also contend- 
ed that the biottering method 
would be expensive 

At one Stage of the exchanges, | 
Mr. Fallow charged that Mr. Bow-| 
len “did not know what he was 
talking about” and added that un- 
der the circumstances, if what Mr 
Bowlen said was correct, then “it 
is strange that other provinces are 
sending men to Alberta to look into 
the system of road building carried 
on here.’ 


CLASH STARTS 


The clash between Messrs, Fal- 
low and Bowlen came when the 
house, sitting in committee of sup- 
ply, discussed a $800,500 vote for 
maintenance of main highways. 


Rising to deal with this, Mr. Bow- 
len declared that government mem- 
bers had talked of building hard-| 
surfaced roads and declared that ac- | 
tually what was built was a blotter 
system and he contended “it is one- 
half an inch in thickness.” He 
charged that the only hard-surfac- 
ing carried out was from Ponoka to 
Red Deer and between Calgary and) 
Cochrane. | 

Replying to this, Mr. Fallow de- 
clared “Thanks for the information | 
are sending | 
men here and following our sys-| 
tem.” 

After his colleagues had cried that 
“That doesn't mean anything,” Ger- 
ald OConnor, Liberal, Edmonton, 
said that surely this was not hard-| 
surfacing and asked when hard-sur- 
facing would be carried out. 

Mr. Fallow replied by stating that 
this form of surfacing would be 
carried out when the rest of the ar- 
terial system was completed. 

Returning to the attack, Mr. Bow- 
len charged that the present system | 
was “a cheap system of getting by” 
and directed attention to the Cal- 
gary-Banff stretch.

DEFENDS SYSTEM 


Mr. Fallow warmly defended the 
provincial highways system | 

He pointed out that Alberta was | 
the only province in the west that! 
was building a proper road grade. 

“In this way we are able to do! 
the surfacing at one-half the cost 
elsewhere and with better results,” 
he said. 

“The amount we are spending on 
surfacing is less than that which the| 


way maintenance.” 

E. L. Gray, Alberta Liberal leader, 
asked the minister regarding Do- 
minion government assistance in 
road building. 

Mr, Fallow declared that he had 
applied every year for Dominion 
government assistance on a dollar 
for dollar basis, using his total high- 
ways appropriation as the basis of 
his application. But, ne continued 
his applications had been consis- 
tently unsuccessful. 

Some exchanges took place be- 
tween Mr, Fallow and Mr. Gray re-

WOULD GO FAR 


The minister, in reply, stated that 
if the Dominion government match- 
ed the main highways appropriation 
of $1,000,000 dollar for dollar then he 
would be prepared to match dollar 
for dollar a Dominion grant of 
$100,000 to be ear-marked for con- 
struction of the Trans-Canada high- 
way between Calgary and Medicine 
Hat.

He followed this up by 
Stating that he had been doing his 
best to persuade the Riverside Iron 
Works—a Calgary firm—to make 
certain equipment, but this had been 
of no avail, The government had 
no desire to buy in the United States 
if products could be obtained here, 

Replying to a question as to 
whether any work would be done 
this year on the Wetaskiwin-Cam- 
rose highway, Mr. Fallow said that 
there were some 600 miles gravelled 
roads in the province similarly need- 
ing repair and he could give no 
assurances of aid. 

If the Dominion government 
would come to the province's assist- 
ance then some work might be 
done. 

Whether work was contemplated 
in giving the Coal Branch a high- 
way this year was the subject of « 
question by Mr, O'Connor 

Mr. Fallow replied that much 
would depend on what contribu- 
tions were made by the Dominion. 
Equipment was still there from last 
year when some work was done 
and several bridges were built,

ed. The dictionary says that an 
amateur is one who is not rated as 
a professional, and that a profes- 
sional is one, generally, who has 
competed in sport for a stake or 
purse, or gate money, or with a 
professional for a prize, or who hag 
taught or trained in sports or ath- 
letics for pay, 

To this, modern amateur govern- 
ing bodies have added that a pro- 
fessional is also anyone who cap- 
italizes his athletic skill or name, 
directly or indirectly, for pay. But 
the exigencies of modern sports still 
leave considerable room for doubt 
and argument, The American 
sportswriter comes much closer to 
it. He defines an amateur as a guy 
who won't take a cheque. 


THESE ARE AMATEURS 


But it seems to me, from my ex- 
perience in watching and dealing 
with amateurs over a long period of 
years, that too much Jatitude is per- 
mitted even in the last critical def- 
inition. In my book, an amateur 
golfer is one who goes out to his| 
club on a Sunday morning and dubs 
around between eighty and a hun- 
dred and ten. An amateur tennis- 
player is a gentleman or a lady who 
appears on the courts week-ends 
and hopes he or she won't get too 
many shots on the backhand, which 
is always weak. And an amateur 
runner is a commuter running for 
the 8:13 out of Larchmont or Port 
Washington, and catching it. Other- 
wise I do not know of any genuine} 
amateurs in the United States of} 
America, 


We are, by dint of long practice, 
the greatest nation of hypocrites 
on the face, of the globe. If we 
have any conception of the real 
meaning of the word “amateur,” 
we never let it disturb us. We ask 
only one thing of an amateur, and 
that is that he doesn’t let us catch 
him taking the dough, 

So long as his ten, fifty or a 
hundred dollars is slipped to him in| 
private and doesn't get into the 
newspapers, we are satisfied. So 
long as the football-player working 
his way through college will make 
the pretense of dropping into the 
boilerroom of the dormitory or 
gymnasium once a week and wav- 
ing his hand at the furnace, he may 
accept whatever stipend the prom- 
inent alumnus or the graduate man- 
ager of athletics is willing to pay 
him, And just so long as the track 
athlete is protographed fondling his 
tup-penny gold medal or near-silver 
loying cup, nobody cares or inquires 
into the expense accounts he has 
turned in. 

THE SMELL OF CASH 

Typically, we have only one way 
of smelling out a cheating amateur, 
whenever a hunt is on. Is or isn't 
there the taint of ready cash in the 
air?

sport, they are no longer amateur: 

I¢ is much less a case of venal- 
ity than proficiency. The entire 
subversive scandal of amateur 
athletics would be ended if cer- 
tain standards of proficiency and 
the amount of time devoted to a 
game were made the basis of de- 
termining an amateur or a pro- 
fessional status. It would also be 
a considerable help if the various 
amateur protective and regulating 


jing and afternoons. 


bodies would get out of the racket 
of promoting amateur sports for 
Gate receipts. 

The U.S, Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion, for instance, has no ure for a 
rea] amateur tennis-player on the 
Davis Cup team, because a real 
amateur cannot maintain the stand- 
ard of play demanded by big-time 
tennis. Week-end tennis or oc- 
casional tournament play won't do. 
The candidate for a berth on the 
Davis Cup team must play all the 
time. He must make the swing of 
the winter real-estate and chamber- 
of-commerce tournaments in the 
South to keep his edge for the 
spring and summer competitions. 


He must live the life of a tennis! 
(openly) | 


professional, but accept 
none of the benefits. The tennis as- 
sociation, while professjonalizing 
him to the extent of pre-empting all 
of his time, yet insists upon main- 
taining the fiction of his so-called 
amateur standing. 


THE BUSY GRIDDERS 


The amateur (sic) football-player 
must give every second of his free 
time to football practice and black- 
board lectures, and more and more | 
demands upon his time are being 
made by the high-pressure football 
college teams which have now jn- 
cluded and lengthened spring prac- 
tice as a vital part of the training 
necessary. It would be interesting to 
compare the time spent in practice 
by the professional teams with that 


demanded by certain college 
elevens. 
And consider the hypothetical 


cases of Jones and Smith universi- 
ties. Jones University schedules an 
hour or two of football practice a 
day, after classes and late labora- 
tory, after which the players return 
to their studies or their eutertain- 
ment, 

Smith University, on the other 
hand, practices from six to eight 
weeks in the spring — giving the 
boys the fundamentals, it is called.

taken away to a camp in the coun- 
try, where they practice both morn- 
During 
school term, practice starts at three 
o'clock jn the afternoon and con-| 
tinues on until well after dark un-| 
der floodlights. After supper two or 
three times a week the players re- 
pair to the gymnasium for black- 
board talks and lectures, Neither| 
university—-for the sake of argu- 
ment—pays its players a cent. But! 
would you call them both strictly 
amateurs? I wouldn't. 


CONSIDER THE GOLFERS! 
Top-flight golf-players find it 
necessary to work from two to three| 
hours in the morning on the prac- 
tice tee atid then play the course in 
the afternoon, to maintain tourna-| 
ment edge, besides playing in every 
available tournament. Only a rich} 
boy or a loafer can devote all his 
time to play. And as soon as he de- 
votes all of his time and does noth- 
ing else, he has in my opinion be- 
come a professional, whether he 
gets any money out of it or not. 


It is obvious that the amateur | 
who can compete on even terms| 
with the professional golfers, unless | 
like Bob Jones he is an exception, | 
is no amateur at all. And even in a 
sport where an amateur is generally | 
not supposed to be able to defeat u/ 
professional, the standards of| 
amateur excellence and the cham- 
pionship is usually set by a chap) 
who has nothing else to do but 
practice and participate in his sport. 
Many of our amateur golfers are 
business men or college kids, But 
you don't see them stepping out and 
cleaning up the professionals, 


There are amateur boxers who 
have bad from two hundred and 
fifty to three hundred fights as 
amateurs, and professional boxers 
who have fought no more than 
thirty or forty bouts. Which is 
the amateur and which the pro- 
fessional? 

Cash considerations excluded, 
wherein lies the fairness and sports- 
manship of matching an amateur 
boxer who has had fifteen or 
twenty fights with one who for
